The question nt Issue, ^aitl t lie lec- 
turer, centred around lite relation <>f 
the docroes of '.his coiincil to the 
work of Paul; whether theso wcro 
i In' entire result of the council, ami In 
the nature therefore, of a compromise, 
or whether Ihey nctuully represented 
in part Mi decision which the Apos- 
tle desired. 

The question of how far the Mosaic 
Law, or ill leas- that part relating 
to circumcision, should he a necessary 
ami absolu tu condition of entrance in- 
to the rally Christian Church, was 
the question which led to the gather- 
ing of the Council at Jerusalem, 

Paul's vision was wide, Chrisblun- 
ity Wits world-wide, universal in its 
application or nothing at all. Paul 
belonged to a liberal school, though 
a Pharisee, ami could not tolerate the 
idea of Christianity being restricted 
by the weight of the ceremonial Mo- 
saic Law, ami demanded the freedom 
of the Gentiles from any such re- 
straint, it was difficult to believe 
that tin' result of t lie Council as nar- 
rated in Acts XV was the actual one; 
for the four decrees mentioned had 
apparently no relation to the question 

involved, unless it wis supposed that 

Paul accepted it compromise, which, 
the lecturer declared was quite out 
of the question, considering the tre- 
mendous issues which Paul felt to he 
ni slake. Wo were tiol therefore Justi- 
fied in assuming "hat Paul accepted 
a compromise, taking, us it were, all 
that lie could get. The lecturer then 
by a careful analysis of the four 
decrees of the Council, arrived at a 
tentative conclusion that the principle 
underlying them all was not vitally 
distinct fro/n that which he Icmiiudcd 
for the C'icu'ilps, p ml. demanded for 
tliotn freedom from feg.il and ceremon- 
ial restraint*, and by the new Inter- 
pretation which the lecturer placed 
upon the decrees was indeed the act- 
ual result of the Council,

Paris. .Ian. 31.- The assignment of 

Professor Ivlepl'fell of the University 
of Paris m fill the chair of French 
learning, founded .it Dartmouth Col- 
lege, by Kdward Tuck, has been made 
by the newly created National Office 
of Universities and Schools In con- 
nection with the .Ministry of Public 
Instruction, and ii is expected that the 
scheme of exchanging professors with 
foreign countries will be extensively 
developed. Professorships liavo al- 
ready been exchanged botvojcil Prance 
ami Gcrmnny, Russia, Itnumnnln, and 
other European countries, as well as 
with the United Stales. 

The United Stans at present holds 
first place in the number of profes- 
sorships exchanged with Prance, and 
this will he Increased during the year. 
Professor Abel Lefranc, of the College 
de France, has undertaken a series nt 
lectures at the University of Chicago, 
and ho will he followed by other 
I French savants as a result of negoti- 
ations between the new office of Uni- 
versities and Schools and several Am- 
erican universities.

At the annual dinner of the George- 
town University Club of New ICngluml 
Governor Walsh urged (he removal In 
all colleges of 'whatever lingering 
prejudices that may exist between one 
college and another, because of tho 
predominance <>f men of one particular 
class or creed among those who at- 
tend."

Dear Sir,— Regarding your corres- 
pondent's scathing criticism of Mr. 
i'om Terriss's Company In their pro- 
ductions of "A Christmas Carol" und 
•Oliver Twist" In to-day's Dally, 1 
must beg to differ from it. I winch- 
ed these pieces last night With intense 
Interest and feel that >our critic must 
have come to too hasty a conclusion 
without a sufficient knowledge of the 
original work In Dickens. 

In the first place your critic does 
not seem to appreciate the extremely 
difficult task of reducing Dickens' 
works into dramatic form, owing to the 
fact that there Is very little plot In 
most of his works and many literary 
qualities are impossible to bring out 
in dramatisation. 

While the advisability of dramatiz- 
ing Dickens may be questioned, yet 
tho actors last night achieved their 
purpose with considerable success 
What your critic describes as the "ar- 
tistic effect or histrionic ability" 
(which sound very learned terms) wero 
not unworthy of praise, the costumes 
were very true to the period of which 
Dickens wrote, and the scenery though 
simple was realistic-.! Tu erlllcfcse 
Mr. Torrlss for not showing versatil- 
ity In his parts hb Scrooge und Fagin 
seems absurd. Mr. Scrooge and Mr. 
Fagin were at all events persons of 
very similar characteristics until the 
former Is converted They are both 
old men and they are both misers, the 
former was a nominal Christian with 
distinct Jewish characteristics, where- 
as the latter was a real .lew only

Regarding the enthusiasm with 
which the plays were received, the 
applt' use seemed very considerable for 
Montreal audience, and necessitated 
the raising of the curtain two or three 
times after the acts. However, the en- 
thusiasm "f a Montreal audience can- 
not lie relied on as a Just tribunal 
before which our plays are Judged.

Wo 
used to skate a good deal, some on the 
river, but more on the rinks uptown 
It seems to me that skating was the 
iiu-st outstanding athletic udventur 
we had. 

I believe Hie moot noteworthy event 

in my medical career was Ulster's ap- 
plication of Pasteur's discovery in Bac- 
teriology to surgery away back in the 
sixties. 

"lu 1S77 I wont over to Edinburgh 
I and labored there under the great Uls- 
ter In the Royal Infirmary. Upon my 
, return I brought a full equipment of 
appliances, which were installed in the 

i General Hospital. This was the lirst 
attempt at antisepsis in Canada, I be- 
I Hove." 

Queried as to tho parsing of tho 
family doctor, Dr. ltoddiek said. "I 
I fear he Is passing away In the coun- 
| try he still reigns, but in the city spe- 
cialization has diminished his hold. It 
would be a very good plan, I thnk, If 
every specialist were a general practi- 
tioner llrst, for i am Inclined to believe 
that there is a tendency to over-spe- 
ciallzatlon." 

Dr. Thomas C. ltoddiek was born in 
Harbor Grace. 1846, educated In Truro, 
.VS., came to McGlll In 1KH4 us a stu- 
dent- later became a professor aiel tin- 
ally dean of the Faculty of Medicine. 

During the North W<st Rebellion Dr. 
Roddick organized the hospital and am- 
bulance Corps, and saw active service 
himself during those troublesome days.

students uf one or the other kind 
thin any pther faculty, lie touched on 
all the faculties, muulonlng that the 
colleges at 81. Aunes was the largest 
endowed and the best equipped depart- 
ment of the university. 

The faculty was proposed by T. C< 
Wilson, '14, who referred to a univer- 
sity as consisting of two fundamental 
elements — student's— the changing ev- 
anescent portion— und the faculty— the 
stable and permanent element. 

The speaker stated 'hat his class had 
aprpuached their subjects with broad 
open vacant minds. This was especial- 
ly true of anatomy — the dream of the 
freshman and the nightmare of the 
sophomore. 

Mr. Wilson's definition of the three 
departments of medicine wus well re- 
ceived. The obstetrician brings the 
subject Into the world; the physician 
prolonge his suffering; and the surgeon 
— ends it. Thus surgery Is the more 
exact science.

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THE MEDICAL DINNER 

Important questions were brought up at the Medical Dinner last 
evening. Dr. Minot, the guest, urged that students be thorough in 
their work, and that they show no fear of spending too much time 
over their different subjects. He spoke of the immense power the 
university exerts in creating leader s. 

But most important of all he touched on the fact that there is 
more intellectual character required in the practice of medicine than 
in any other profession. One is reminded of the two famous doc- 
trines of Sir William Osier, whom Dr. Minot mentioned as the 
greatest exponent of medicine in America: "A man cannot be a good 
physician unless he is a good man; " and "Medicine is a profession 
of both heart and head." 

Dr. Armstrong and Dr. Ada mi enunciated principles which al- 
so are capable of even wider application that to the members of the 
profession to which they were spoken. The student should develop 
a hobby of some sort. Music, or letters, or art, anything to get his 
mind off "shop," was unnecessary. Dr. Adaini urged the men not 
to take themselves too seriously. As he said, "smugs," do not al- 
ways come out best in the long run."
